Gold Rush 
Continues 
in Europe 


LONDON (AP>-Heavier than 


average demand for gold con* 
tlnued in European markets to* 
day, but the buying was down 
from last week's rush and well 
below the panic wave that fol- 
lowed devaluation of the pound. 


In London, dealers said de- 


mand today was down about 25 
per cent from Friday's level, 
when some 40 tons of gold re- 
portedly changed hands, and far 
below the postdevaluation peak 
of some 100 tons a day. Demand 
today, however, was well above 
the average turnover of five 
tons a day, 


Gold markets in Paris, Brus- 


sels, Zurich and Frankfurt re- 
ported a drop in demand from 
Friday's rush, but still heavier 
than average buying in some 
cases. 


The pound, weakened by last 


week's rush of gold buying, 
among other factors, dipped be- 
low its official parity rate of 
$2.40 for the first time since de- 
valuation Nov. 18. 


The pound hit $2.3992, then re- 


covered to the $2.40 parity level 
by midday. The Bank of Eng- 
land was believed to be support- 
ing the rate. 


The improved position of Brit- 


ain's gold reserves, up $21.6 mil- 
lion In February, according to a 
Treasury announcement,; also 
helped steady the pound.

%pat history shows Is that the 
pejpple may elect a nation's Gov- 
ernment 
but neither the peo- 


ple nor the Government can keep 
printing-press m 6 n e y from 
eventually becoming mere paper.

Senate Gets 
Blamed for 
Rights Action

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


report of the Advisory Commis- 
sion on Civil Disorders with its 
grim picture of a racially divid- 
ed nation throws a harsh spot- 
light on the Senate maneuvering 
over civil rights legislation. 


In view of the massive effort 


urged by the commission to 
stave off threatened disaster, 
the Senate haggling over what 
percentage of houses in white 
suburbia should be opened to 
Negroes takes on a note of un- 
reality. 


Indeed, 
the conditions de- 


scribed in the report provide a 
sad commentary on the whole 
body of civil rights legislation 
enacted over the past few years. 
Men of good will worked hard 
and courageously to pass those 
laws .and- thought they were<ush- 
erlng in a new era in U.S. race 
relations. 


But the commission calls past 


efforts largely inadequate and 
warns that if now and effective 
steps are not taken at once riots 
worse 
than any so far may 


erupt. 


The effectiveness of laws, of 


course, depends on the way they 
are enforced. The Negro's right 
to vote has been enormously 
strengthened in the South by 
strong enforcement of the law. 


But In other areas of discrimi- 


nation, particularly where the 
law applies nationally and not 
just in the South, enforcement 
has been spotty. In probably no 
field is the record worse than in 
employment. 


On the same day the sum- 


mary of the commission's re- 
port was released, Hep. William 
F. Ryan, D-N.Y., released a re- 
port of his own on job discrimi- 
nation against Negroes. 


He pointed out that the right 


to employment on an equal ba- 
sis is protected by specific fed- 
eral and state laws and commis- 
sions and by a string of presi- 
dential orders, Yet Negro unem- 
ployment in the cities is three or 
four times the rate for whites, 
and those who find work are 
concentrated in the lowest-paid 
jobs. 


That discrimination-not lack 


of training-is the reason, he 
said, is proved by a study show- 
ing that 8 of 10 Negroes with an 
ejghth-grade education or Jess
